The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As to independent claim 22, the prior art, alone or in combination, does not teach or 
fairly suggest a video graphics system comprising all of the claimed subject matter in its 
entirely including a data storage controller having at least one pair of a plurality of 
internal control ports to communicate control signals within the data storage controller. 

4. Claims 1 4-16 and 24 are allowed. 

As to independent claim 14, the prior art, alone or in combination, does not teach or 
fairly suggest a method to receive video graphics data comprising all of the claimed 
subject matter in its entirely including storing at least a portion of the compressed 
transport stream data signals via a first bus in a memory buffer controlled by the 
secondary set of memory control signals wherein the memory buffer comprises a frame 
buffer that stores uncompressed data in a different mode of operation and sending at 
least the portion of the compressed transport stream data stored in the memory buffer 
via the first bus to a system bus. 
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5. Claim 1 8-20 are allowed. 

As to independent claim 18, the prior art, alone or in combination, does not teach or 
fairly suggest a method to receive video graphics data comprising all of the claimed 
subject matter in its entirely including the video graphics adapter is operative to store at 
least a portion of compressed transport stream data signals to be at first in frame buffer 
memory controlled by a secondary set of memory control signals derived from the 
compressed transport stream control signals and storing uncompressed data in the 
frame buffer in a different mode of operation. 

6. Claim 25 is allowed. 

As to independent claim 25, the prior art, alone or in combination, does not teach or 
fairly suggest a method to receive video graphics data comprising all of the claimed 
subject matter in its entirely including a deactive control signal that is asserted to 
indicate invalid bytes are present in the compressed transport stream.
